Learning that the county court was 
to meet to pass on her sanity Thurs­ 
day afternoon, Mrs. Addie L. Hoover, 
aged GO years, residing at 914 East

attempted to end lier 
life shortly after the noon hour by 
jumping into Liberty park lake. 
Mrs. Hoover had spent the entire 
forenoon at the park and relatives in­ 
sisted that she return to lier home. 
This she promised to do, telling them 
she would go home and sit 
in 
the 
swing on the porch. 
W here Mrs. Hoover 
jumped 
into 
the lake the water is five feet or more 
deep, and before she could be rescued 
by 
persons 
called 
to her aid her 
clothing from bead to foot was satu­ 
rated. 


A call was turned into police head­ 
quarters reporting that a woman had 
jumped into the lake, and Chief Bur­ 
ger with assistants made a rapid run 
to the park in an automobile, where 
they found Mrs. Hoover had been res­ 
cued and was in charge of Park Cus­ 
todian John W. Phillips. 
Mrs. Hoover was taken to tfye gen­ 
eral hospital,’ where dry 
and 
warm 
clothing was provided her. 
Later in the afternoon the county 
court adjudged her of unsound mind 
and ordered her admitted to state hos­ 
pital No. 3 at Nevada, where she was 
taken later in the afternoon. 
In the probate court H arry L. Hoo­ 
ver was appointed as guardian.

As author of the Kansas law and 
the first governor of the strate under 
prohibition, he knows well the strug­ 
gle and triumphs of the reform. 
Ex- 
Governor St. John is now one of the 
most universally esteemed citizens of 
Kansas, according to such an author­ 
ity as Governor Capper. 
Though short notice has been giv­ 
en of his coming to Sedalia, a large 
number of citizens will doubtless hear 
him in his address.

Of the days in the year set apart 
as memorial days, Mothers* day, the 
second Sunday in May, has in a few 
years become 
one

iness. Founded early in 1908 by Miss 
Anna Jarvis, of

They soon know- the people who habit­ 
ually “go to bank,” and they know’ those who carry 
their money with them or hide it about their premises. 


Those of the latter class—the “Dollarhydes”—are 
the easy prey of the burglar, porch-climber, pickpock­ 
et and holdup man, and are also at the mercy of fire, 
that demon who is no respecter of person. 
And they 
come w hen least expected.

or foolish hiding of cash than from all ether causes.

t h e dollar-hider doer not only endanger his owui 
funds and his personal safety--he works against the 
prosperity of his community and his country.

Consul Ludwig, anticipating the vis­ 
it, 
had 
called 
in Special Agent De 
Woody. 
Although he introduced the 
latter to Swierz, he did not disclose 
the federal agent’s identity. Then the 
plot, in all its details, was disclosed in 
the consul’s private office. 


Wanted to Kill Workers, Too. 
Apparently enthusiastic over 
the 
plot, De Woody volunteered 
to ac­ 
company Swierz to 
Youngstown to 
aid in carrying it out. From the time 
the young German left Cleveland un­ 
til he found himself and De Woody, 
his supposed fellow’ conspirator, sud­ 
denly surrounded by officers late last 
afternoon near the Todd plant, he be­ 
lieved his companion a loyal fellow- 
conspirator. Swierz tried 
to escape, 
but be was overpowered and taken to 
police headquarters. 
“The dynamite 
Swierz 
purchased 
and 
buried, 
while 
I 
accompanied 
him,” De Woody said, “was to have 
been set off at night under the shell 
making machinery in the Todd plant, 
after he had obtained what 
he be­ 
lieved w’as the promised payment of 
$25,000 from Consul Ludwig. 
“It was our purpose to lead him on 
further, but during the afternoon he 
disclosed new’ plans 
for 
pouring a 
great quantity of nitroglycerin into 
the machinery, so that when the mon 
started it working next morning the 
machines and 
every 
human 
being 
anywhere 
near 
would 
have 
been 
blown to pieces.” 
“It was Consul Ludwig’s plan, De 
Woody said, that resulted In the trap 
in which Swierz was captured. 
He 
begged De Woody 
to 
frustrate the 
plot before injury was done either to 
the plant or workmen.

HEALTH INSURANCE MOVEMENT GROWS 


Examination of Social Agencies Made 
in 
St. 
Louis 
by 
a 
National 
Expert Grading Them as 


to Efficiency.

ll.—Ad­ 
dresses on subjects bearing on the 
family 
and 
the 
community, feeble­ 
mindedness and insanity, public and 
private charities, children, health and 
inebriety were made today at the Na­ 
tional Conference of 
Charities 
and 
Corrections, meeting here. 
Treating of “Health Insurance,*’ I. 
M. Rubinow, Ph. I)., executive secre­ 
tary of the social committee of the 
American 
Medical 
association, New 
York, said in part. 
“Health insurance is 
perhaps 
the 
most important constructive proposal 
in social legislation before the Ameri­ 
can people today. 
Statistics indicate 
the occurrence among the wage work­ 
ers of the United States of perhaps 
ten million cases of illness a year, of 
which two and a half million cases last 
four weeks or over and cause serious 
economic distress for as many fami­ 
lies. 
“ Proper organization of medical aid 
is perhaps as important a measure as 
the granting of financial assistance. 
Statistics indicate that perhaps 40 per 
cent, of illness among wage workers 
rem ains without medical aid at pres­ 
ent and a good deal of the aid fur­ 
nished is insufficient in quantity or 
inefficient in quality. 
It 
should 
be 
the object of compulsory health insur­ 
ance, as agitated for in this country, 
to bring within the reach of the work­ 
ing class the latest achievements of 
medical science and art. 
Only in this 
way can the health conserving effect 
of insurance be realized. 
“That the health 
insurance 
move­ 
ment is rapidly growing in this coun­ 
try is evidenced by the introduction 
of bills in New York and M assachu­ 
setts and by the existence of a social 
insurance commission 
in 
California 
and the employment of a social insur­ 
ance investigating commtitee 
in 
the 
United States congress.” 
Miss Amy F. Acton, of Boston, a 
lawyer and representative of a new 
departm ent 
of 
the 
Massachusetts 
State Board of Charity, speaking on 
state chartering of incorporated chari­ 
ties, said that everything done in the 
name of charity is not defensible. She 
started out with the theme that a pri­ 
vate charity is a public trust. 
Turning the searchlight on the stat­ 
utes of Massachusetts as an example 
of the shortcomings of all of her sis­ 
ter states. Miss Acton said that under 
those statutes trustees of charitable 
institutions escaped personal liability 
for debts incurred by the corporation; 
the Organizations gain perpetual exist­ 
ence; its real and personal property 
are exempt from taxation and cannot 
be 
attached 
in 
damage suits, and 
funds are forever impressed with the 
trust, unless the purpose of the trust 
is changed under authority 
of 
the 
courts.

“Through failure to realize that the 
community is the real party in inter­ 
est, that private charity is a public 
trust, the private charities 
in 
most 
states occupy a practically uncharted 
country where any 
adventurer 
may 
stake a claim,” Miss Acton 
said 
in 
conclusion. 
That social agencies, like a certain 
well 
known 
make 
of 
automobile, 
might be run through a standardizing 
process and be turned out guaranteed 
IOO per cent efficient, was implied in 
an address by Charles M. Hubbard, 
secretary of the St. Louis, Mo., Provi­ 
dent association in a paper on stand­ 
ardization of social agencies. 
“In St. Louis,” he 
said, “arrange­ 
m ents have been 
made 
for 
a six 
w eeks’ examination of all the social 
agencies by a national expert. 
The 
rapid multiplication of agencies made 
it necessary to sort the 
mom 
and 
g r a d e them according to efficiency.”
